—A housewife's heroism was cre- 
dited today with saving four-year- 
old Betty Johnson from the fate 
suffered by Kathy Fiscus. 


Mrs. Norene Jamison was hang 


ing out her wash in her backyard 
yesterday when neighbors told her 
that blue-eyed Betty had fallen in 
a nearby well. 


Mrs. Jamison ran to t,he scene 


and found a group at. the well try- 
ing to lower a rope to the fright- 
ened child. Betty 
had 
tumbled 


into the 18-foot well when the cover 
gave way beneath her weight. 


But she fell in such a way that 


she became wedged between 
the 


well wall and some pipes just as 
she plunged into the water at the 
well bottom. 


Mrs. Jamison had the rope tied 


around her own waist, and neigh- 
bors lowered her into the well. 


"I found Betty wedged between 


the wail and the pipes, with water 
up to her mouth," Mrs. Jamison 
said. 


"I braced myself on the pipes 


and raised her until she was waist 
high in the water." 


But her strength was ebbing, and 


another neighbor, Martin Vasser, 
descended head first into the well 
as neighbors held his feet.
